of Thomus M. C, Bram, better known 
as "Mute" Bram, who was serving a 
life tionlencc nt the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary on conviction-of the murder of 
Capt. Nash of the Barkentlne Herbert 
A, IKulo'r, 17 years ago, yesterday tjral- 
IHcd many men who have felt that 
Brands guilt had not been established 
by the evidence. The trials were noted 
In criminal. jurisprudence; 
and

Ki'coml ,\vas held only after tho United 
Stales supreme court had found error 
In the rulings of the presiding judge 
in the first trial. Bram was defended 
by .lames E;. Cotter and Asa P. French, 
Ihe latter now United Stales district 
attorney. 


In speaking of the case yesterday, 


Mr. Cotter of Boston said -that-both he 
and Mr. French Imd believed In, the 
innocence of their client. They were 
HO convinced by his demeanor and by 
Urn fuel thai he was not the only per- 
son who had a chance tp do the kill- 
ing.

with Bram. kept a watch on one of the 
sailors, a Charlie Brown, also known 
as JulluH Weaterberg, and remained on 
deck all nighi with drawn revolvers 
lest, th'ey shouhl be attacked.
